The Closing Day of the New Jor-
sey Editorial Excursion — Wil
kesbarre, Sceranton, and the
Pelavwnre Water Gap.

From Our Own Correspondent.

CIDRLAWARR WATER GAr, Juho 34, 1560,

A atated in my lotter of yesterday, tho New Jersey
Wditorial Bxcursion loft Manch Chank st a quarter
before 4 o'clook In the afternoon, and arrived st
Beranton soon ater 7 o'dlock In the evening. The
#oenery along this portion of our route wae porhaps
the most romantio and grandly pieturesque that we
‘have encountered during the entire trip. At Wilkes-
barre, which is Afty-five miles distant from Maach
Chunk, wo witnessged the onlmination of its beauaty,
Whon within about six milos of the former town by
rall, although distant from I8 leas than two miles lo a
straight Une, the trath pansed for ten minutes or 80,
to giye the exoursionisis sn  opportunity o
wontemplate the marvellous view, ‘The line of
the rallroad s oxtromely tortuous, a necossity
of the oconfiguration of the land, which pre-
BONA an 8lmost unbroken array of verdure.coverod
hills. Winding in and out smong them the traln
pursues I8 meandering course, at times being en-
olosed on all sides by the mountains, and now wod
then suddenly renching a point from which a fertile
and highly oultivated yalley bursts upon our yview.
At such a point the pause just mentioned was mude,
and when the members of our party alighted, n
grand ghorus of admirntion arogoe from all, Wilkec-
barre, ke the photograph of & quist New England
viliage, Iay at the bottom of the vallay, upon the out-
skirts of which we stood, a perfect ploture of lovoll-
noss and peaces, Surrounding it on all sldes were
oultivated felds, whose varied hues presented the

most startling and attractive contrasts, notil they
were  lost In the uniformity of the vyerdant
foreat growth which crowned the summits of the
encireling mountaina,

The train barely paused at Wilkesbarre, and then
pursued ita journey to Scranton, distant ninetoen
sillos, By this thine the scenery had sassamed the
wilder afpect which characterizes the conl reglons
around Manoh Chunk, many of the monntaing pro-
senting barren wastes, set off by long black mounds
of refuse matter from the mines The city of
Scranton itself called forth exclamations of surprise
from #ll who now for the first time found themselves
in its midst, It I8 & thriving place, with abont
50,009 inhabitants, nearly every ballding bearing the
marks of recent ercotion. There (8 no city llke It in
the Atlantic States, and any one who I8 familiar
with the rapidly-growing towns of Indiana and Hii-
nols wounld at & glance recognize ity lkeness to
them, The firat settlement of the vicinity
dnates baok to the year 1740, when some atraggling
Moravians located themsgelves upon the spot. Buot
for & century it had no growth.- In 1810 thers wers
but three dwelling houses in the place. In 15/%
there were but few, if any, additions to them, Abont
this time George and Seldon Bcranton concelved the
project of constructing the railroad known as the
Delaware, Lacknwanna, and Western, the success of
the project, and the prosperity which has fallen to
the lot of the city named in their honor,belng mainly
owing to their exertions. As soon asthis ontlet was
provided,the town expanded its proportions ut a rate
whioh 18 seldom witnessed in the Atlantic States,
In 1844 a rolling mill was erccted, and in the
following year the frst T rail for rallrosds
ever mhde in the Unlted States was turncd
gut from this establishment froma this
beginning have sprung the numerous rolling-mills,
smelting-works, and other iron munufactories on a
gigantic soale which now crowd the eity. As ‘anin-
dication of the immense scale on which the business
{8 conducted, it may be mentioned that 70,000 tons of
the erude materinl are annually melted in the Scran-
ton Iron Works alone, The town I8 surrounded by
collleries, contributing the source of the motive
power and furnishing the bulk of the coul which sup-
pliea the New York market. The city stands on
rising ground at the junction of Roaring Brook with
the Lackawanna river, the Moosie Mountain looming
up on the cast and the Lackawannock on the west,

Previous to our arrival at Scranton, each membey
of the excursion party had recelved acard desig-
nating the hotel st which he or she was to be quar-
tered for the night, bat shortly after 9 o'clock we
wore onoce more united in the dinlng-room of the
Wyoming House, where the annual state dinoner of
the New Jersey Editorial Assoclation was partaken
of by the members of the Associntion and thelr
guests. Charles Tomlinson, Esq., of the Flemington
(Hunterdon county) Democrat, sat at the head of the
principal table, as President of the Assoclation. At
half-past 10 the the cloth was figuratively removed,
and the chalrman announced the regular toasts of
the evening, each sentiment boing read in detall
by Major Z. K. Pangborn, of the Jersey Clty Tmea
Everybody has, once at least (n the course
of a lifetime, attended such & gathering, and no one
cares to read the stereotyped specches which char-
acterige such an occasion, Among the speakers were
@General Charles Halght, member of Congress from
the Second district of New Jersey; the Hon. John
Hill, member of the same body from the Fourth dis-
trict of the same State ; John Y, Foster, Esq., of the
Newnark Courier; Major Z, K. Pangborn, of the Jersey
ity Times; and the Hon, James M. Scovel, of Cam-
den. The company were detained In the best of
humor until 18 o'clock, and broke up with the pas-
sage of asories of resolutipns expressing the regret
of he Association for the loss, and |ts respect for
the memory, of the late Henry J. Raymond, of the
New York Times.

At a quarter before 10 o'clock this morning, the
editorial excursion took a special traln provided by
the Delaware, Lackawanns, and Western Rallroad
Company, and proceeded with all possible despatch
npon their journey towards the Delaware Water Gap,
arrlving here soon after 12 o'clock. This spot Is so
much frequented by the summer toarist that it is
goenrcely necossary or allowable 1w Indalge in & de-
scription of lts matchless beauties. Bat for the
penefit of a ohance reader who has never enjoyed
the unrivalled snd impressive view from “Prospect
Rock," I will venture & few brief detalla. The Deala-
" ware river, sfter skiriing the base of the Blue Ridge
for many miles, here suddenly finds them clefc in
twain, and takes advantage of the opening to scek
the shortest pathway to the sea. 'T'hls portion of
the Blue Ridge 18 known by the collective title of the
Kittatinny Mountaing, which here atlaln un average
glevation of sixteen huodred feet above the level of
